means the lowest charge for switching 
exacted on any part of its system. It 
also waives the right to build spurs 
horth across the C.N.R. undertaking 
to pay the C.N.R. for 
Spurs on the north side. 

Since the date on which the agree- 
ment was signed by the city delegates 
to Ottawa, but previous to the Friday 
meeting at which the agreement was 
ratified property holders south of Mac- 
Kenzie have made application for two 
switches. The first of these was made 
by Alderman Bellamy himself, acting 
for the Bellamy Co. He has purchased 
a lot on Seventh street, facing east, 
100 feet south of MacKenzie, and has 
applied for a switch from the C.N.R. 
to be built down the lane between 
Seveath and Eighth strets, his. inten- 


tion being to build a warehouse on 
Seventh. 

The other application was by Man- 
uel & Corriveau for themselves and for 
the Sawyer-Massey Co. Manuel & 
Corriveau own the first two lots south 
of MacKenzie on Eighth and the Saw- 
yer-Massey people the next two, both 
intending to Build warehouses. They 
applied for leave to build a switch on 
the lane between Eignth and Ninth.

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WONDERFUL BEAVER FARM IN 
CANADA. 

Oxbow, Sask., Aug. 21—On the farm 
of Rey. W. E. Christmas, a few miles 
from this town, exists one of the few 
Within the 
limits of the farm are five large dams, 


beaver farms of Canada. 


peopled by some two hundred beavers 
The banks of the Souris river which 
runs through the farm, are fringed 
with poplar trees, supplying the beav- 
er with the best of building materia] 
and also with his daily bread. Accord- 
ing to a law passed in 1896 it is il- 
legal to kill beavers until the fall of 
1908 consequently this colony is wax- 
ing strong and are multiplying very 
rapidly. Having been protected from 
the trappers for the past ten vears 
they are becoming very tame and do 
not seem to mind a casual onlooker, al- 
though they do most cf their work by 
moonlight. One night these beavers 
cut down fifty-two trees, according to 
Rev. Mr. Chrismas, who takes a great 
deal of interest in his little tenants 
and watches carefully to see no harm 
cames to them. These beavers are very 
industrious and have no use for one of 
their number who refuses 
share of the work. When such a mem- 
ber of the flock is noticed the others 
drive him away to live in solitude and 
when such beavers is found by a trap- 
per they are known as ‘“‘bachelors.’’
